with or without Peru’s participation 
has made the relations btween the 
two countries extremely critical. 
Technically a state of war exists 
since President Leguia’s constitutional 
assembly declared the treaty of Ancon 
void and decreed the re-incorporation 
of Tacna-Arica and Tarapaca in Peru- 
vian territory despite the definite na- 
ture with which Tarapaca was ceded 
to Chile in payment of a war indem- 
nity. 

Presidents Alessandri and Leguia are 
following diametrically opposed poli- 
cies. 


Plebiscite Unlikely. 

Alessandri carried the presidency 
under the banner “Solve the Tacna 
Arica problem, which is threatening 
the peace of South America.” -Leguia 
was elected to a second term on the 
promise of the recovery of Tacna Arica’ 
and Tarapaca. He gathered support 
largely as a result of the anti-Chilean 
policy of his former term, wherein he 
purchased munitions and _ rejected 
Chile’s proffered wreath at the unveil- 
ing of the tomb to Peruvian veterans 
in the nitrate war.

JUST AS DAY IS NIGHT. | 


Democratic senators say that the four ply treaty 
is Article X of the covenant of the league of na- 
tions in a new dress. It is about as much like that 
article as Henry Cabot Lodge is like Senator Wat- 
son of Georgia. 

Article X would have involved the cathas States 
in troubles where it had no stake. ‘The four ply 
treaty extricates the United States from troubles 
in which it hasa stake... 

Article X would have made the United States 
responsible if Roumania undertook to invade J ugo- 
Slavia or Russia tried to get'into Poland. The pro 
posed treaty makes Great Britain responsible if 
Japan tries to hop the Philippines or Hawaii. 

The covenant Mr. Wilson signed at Versailles 
made the United States insure a status quo in Eu- 
rope after an iniquitous peace had given central 
and southern Europe to starvation and hatreds, dnd 
had tried to build a military scheme upon the eco- 
nomic misfortunes of people who now live pre- 
cariously and who will struggle to get back what 
was taken away from them. 

The treaty Mr. Ledge read to the Washington 
conference makes Japan, Great Britain, and France 
insure the tranquillity of the American possessions 
in the far Pacific. We also respect the Japanese, 
British, and French insular rights and, having no 
designs against any of them, we are glad to make 
this contribution to the peace of the world. 

We also stand back of Great Britain and France 
if Japan should show aggression. The preponder- 
ance of power on the side of the nations which de- 
sire peace is so great that if Japan, in its expansion, 
were tempted the odds would be too and the 
enterprise would be abandoned in the forming. 

The difference between Article XK and the pro- 
posed four ply treaty is just this: In the former we 
were to pledge ourselves to saw Etfrope’s wood 
and use none of it. In the latter we saw our own 
wood with the help of Fran€e and England.

The tendency is to develop popular reatization in 
the United States of the serious effect which un- 
stable international finance has upon our domestic 
prosperity. Such realization is desired abroad to 
pave the way for a more definite move to bring 
about cancellation of the war debts.

must take place, at least in part, sooner or later. 
Some assert with truth that Russia, Germany, and 
perhaps France and Italy, can never bring their 
inflated paper currency up to par. Some assert 
that we already are morally canceling the debts 
by refusing, through high tariff, to allow Europe 
tc pay us in the only manner possible—with goods. 
There is ‘sropnd for suspecting an effort to stam- 
pede us.

A great number of the discoveries ot 
this world have been @ade while try- 
ing for something quite different. I 
was trying to make “nougat de Mon- 
télimar " when I got something that I 
found would make up into acceptable 
honey drops, since that famous nougat 
is elsewhere called honey nougat. 

First I purchased for 60 cents about 
three ounces of it, or what we would 
call a 10 Gent strip.

Cook fourteen ounces of strained 
honey to crack stage, or 290 degrees, 
stirring often and watching carefully.
